THE  ART  OF  PHOTOGRAPHY— COURSE  H 

This  lecture  series  is  designed  to  stimulate  progressive 
mental  attitudes  and  provide  new  objectives  for  students 
anxious  to  expand  their  knowledge  of  pictorial  photo- 
graphy.
